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Thirty-Four Dead 
in Roma Disaster 


Collapse, of Elevating Rudder Sends^girigible to 


Earth With Human Freight. 


' Norfolk, Va., Feb. 22.—Wrecked by 


> fire and explosion, the Roma, world's 


largest semi-rigid airship and pride 
of the American air 
service, 
had 


yielded up Wednesday the last of the 
dead of the disaster which overtook 
her Tuesday while maneuvering over 
Hampton Roads, and sent her hurtling 
downward to crash into the network 
rf high power electric wires that 


!»_-urought her destruction. 


Recovery of the last body fixer] the 


to'l of the disaster—the greatest dis- 
aster 
of American aeronautics—at 


thirty-four dead, eight injured and 
three practically unhurt. 


COLLAPSE OF RUDDER. 


Army officers v,ho survived tne dis- 


aster declared it was caused by the 
collapse of the elevating rudder. The 
Roma was 
sailing along 
smoothly 


about three hundred feet in the air, 
they said, when the elevating rudder 
suddenly buckled, throwing the stern 
of the craft upward. 


The buckling of the rudder crippled 


the steering apparatus and started the 


ground. 
The downward progress of 


the airship was checked by shutting 
off the engines, but the pilots were 
powerless to right the craft and it 
plunged to 
the 
ground, 
crashing 


through a line of high tension electric 
wires and landing on a pile of steel 
rails and wheels. 


FIRE FROM HEAT OF MOTORS. 
The survivors emphatically denied 


statements of civilians who saw the 
accident from the ground, and said 
that fire broke out on the Roma be- 
fore she struck the ground. 
The 


army officers who escaped also said 
they believed the fire and explosions 
which followed the crash were caused 
by the heat ot the airship's motors 
rather than by contact with the elec- 
tric wires. 


Striking these the big dirigible cap- 


sized, its great 410-foot hydrogen bag 
smothering the passenger and engine 
compartments as it crashed to earth 
to become a raging furnace of blaz- 
ing hydrogen gas in which alt who 
had not jumped to earth met a ter 


on 
its 
plunge toward 
the rible death. 


Flames Feed for Hours 


on Gas in Great Bag 


Norfolk, Feh. 22.— Long after dark 


Tuesday night, hours after the giant 
dirigible, the Roma, had crashed to 
the ground from a height of 
one 


thousand feet, carrying at least thir- 
ty-four men to their death, the ship 
ivas still 3. mass of flames from end 
to end of her 410-foot length. The 
fire was feeding- on the million cubic 
feet of gas in the great bag. 


BURKED TO DEATH. 


Barely a dozen of more 
than t" o 


ecorc men aboard had been picked Ui> 
alive. One died enroute to a hospital. 
All of these whe survived the fire 
escaped by jumping as the 
ship 


struck. 
The- others, penned in the 


hull beneath the fall of the hag, were 
burned to death. Heat of the fire 
fousrht back the rescuers for hoii's. 
Three fire departments fmisht the 
flames with chemicals, and by seven 
p. in. It was 
out. Derricks began ^

flames were driven hack. There was 
scarcely 
more 
than the aluminum 


, frame vork and the six Liberty mo- 
tors to move. Within the wreckage 
lay the bodies, many charred beyond 
recognition. 
SURVIVORS COULDN'T EXPLAIN. 


Accounts of surviving officers were 


not available Tuesday night. 
Every 


man who escaped alive was burned 
or bruised or both. 
Eye-witnesses 


who watched the smash agreed, how- 
ever, that the huse, kite-like struc- 
ture of the .stern rudder, itself as 
larce as a bombing plane, had slip- 
ped" to one side as the Roma drove 
along a thousand feet above the 
army bas?.

MEN LEAP FROM Ht^L. 


Just as the Roma nearcd the wires 


two men were 
seen to leap from 


Jii-h up in her slantinc bull. As the 
stricken, flaming monster writhed In 
he- first death agony, ten more drop- 
ped from doors or ports or through 
Titles they tore in the fabric sides 
th*t enclosed them. Some leaped from 
ihp platform where, the oncines «tood 
•far out from the hull. So swift was 
th- flare of the pas flame that res- 
cuers were driven back before its ter- 
rific beat. They watched helplessly 
ts the great bag shriveled In the 
fierce Maze of the liberated gas. The 
roma was a wall nf flame, a city 
•block loner, ar.d until the thousand's 
nf gallons of chemicals and water 
r.!"1 choked the holocaust it was Im- 
possible to reach the comrades mang- 
led and flead In that fiery furnace. 


VO PASSENGER LIST. 


The ship Uft no passenger list be- 


hind her when *he set out. She is 
Vnmvn to have carried msny officers 
and men as passengers, however, be- 
lidps her operating crew. 


As she rose from the field, her 


eommander leaned out to signal that 
r,e bad 44 persons aboard. It Is be- 
lieved that she actually carried 45. 


BODIES 
UKRECOGNIZABLE.

STATEMENT. 


One of the mechanics in the crew 


of the Roma who was rescued short- 
ly after the big ship hit said "our 
ruder broke and the planes did not 
work. So, far as I could see there 
was no fire until we hit the ground." 


Col. P. M. Guiney In command of 


the army base, who witnessed the 
fall of 
the 
Roma, bore out this 


statement. 


Sergeant Peek, an rncineer aboard 


the Roma said thnt he was tend- 
ing his moto.r in the pnrt rear en- 
cine boat. "The Liberty was run- 
ning fine" he 
declared, "when we 


suddenly veered up and nosed down. 
I was too insane to think much of 
aything." 


DIDN'T. SET: FIRE. 


Joseph N. 
Bieclonbcck, 
engineer, 


was 
burned about 
the 
face and 


hands. He said: 


"I didn't see any fire .The ship just 


tilted up and started to nose dive. 
We hit right after that. We were 
too law for 
anybody to make a 


safe jump." 


Both Biedpnbeck and Major Rear- 


don spoke of 
the gallant way the 


officers remained at their posts. Un- 
til the Instant of the crash the of- 
ficers stuck at the wheels. 


One of the survivers said that the 


Roma often sailed with a little tilt 
and that he paid little atentian to 
the initial lift of the tail of the ship 
until he heard a man yell that the 
craft refused to respond to the helm.

operating along tne coast, according

The report describes the condition 


of the Illicit ;iquor traffic along the 
Georgia ccast and the 
1 dangers en- 


countered by prohibition agents 
in 


combating tha rum smugglers 
who 


are declared to be heavily armed and 
quick on the trigger.

report 


said: 


"At least once or twice 
a week 


boats coming frora BiminI island or 
elsewhere, carrying from 200 to 2,- 
500 cases of liquor, are unloaded on 
an Island in some one of the num- 
erous rivers 
a'ong 
the 
Georgia 


shore. Apprehension of these cargoes 
is made difficult because any of the 
many islands may be used as base, 
from which to unload and distri- 
bute the cargoes. The crews of the 
boats will make a stubborn resist- 
ance against apprehension. 


NEED PROTECTION. 


"We think it cannot be expressed 


too strongly that the agents should 
be protected in chasing the whisky 
runners' boats, as they always have 
full crews of men and will not stop 
at any means whereby they 
may 


make tl.elr escape. 


They have very 
fast 
running 


boats, making it hard for the agents 
to come along side and observing an 
order not to shoot unless in case of 
self defense, or if they are not at- 
tacked first, all they can do is to 
let faster boats and crews escape. 


WANT GUNS. 


"The agents' boats equipped with 


a machine 'gun or riot gun in 
the 


hands of a crew of four or five men 
will have the desired effect on the 
runners. When they can not 
make 


their deliveries of liquor the runners 
will have to go out of business. The 
whisky runners ha-ve made remarks 
on various occasions that if the gov- 
ernment should arm fast boats they 
would have to stop the traffic im- 
mediately."

Discover Lost Diary 


of George Washington 


Birth Date Feb. 11 Instead of 22, According to Cal- 


endar in 1732. 


[By the Associated Press] 


York, Pa., Feb. 22—Discovery of a 


lost diary kept by George Washing- 
ton during the last .year of his life 
was announced 
Tuesday 
night by 


Genrge R. Prowell, curator and libra- 
rian of the 
Historical 
Society of 


York County. 


"While searching through unclas- 


sified documents in the library of 
the department of state at Washing- 
ton," 
Mr. 
Prowell 
said, "another 


gentleman and myself found the 'lost 
diary' of Washington, written dur- 
ing the time he was President and 
until his death." 


The story of the diary, he declared, 


never 
has been 
made public, and 


many of the facts In connection with 
it are entirely unknown to the gen- 
eral reader. 


One of the first entries quoted !s 


that written by Washington on his 
birthday, and In 
this connection a 


little known fact is brought to light 
—that in the last year of Washing- 
ton's life t'he people of Virginia ab- 
served Feb. 11 instead of Feb. 22 as 
the anniversary o*f his birth. ' 


EXPLAINS 
CHANGE IN DATE. 


Mr. Prowell explains this by point- 


ing 
out 'that Washington was barn 


in 1732. and It was not until twenty 
years later that the Gregorian calen- 
dar was accepted 
In England and 


America. Washington's 
birthday as 


a result was recorded In the family 
Bible as Feb. 11, 1722 (old style), and 
Feb. 11 continued to be observed in 
Virginia until 1810. 


The entry of Feb. 11, 1799, reads 


as follows: 


"Feb. 11, 1799, I went up to Alex- 


andria to the celebration of my birth- 
day. Many maneuvers were performed 
by the -uniform military 
companies 


and an elegant ball and supper at 
night. On the following day I re. 
.tamed to my home."

Prevent Bonus Bill 


Politicians lBelieve "Resentment Vote" Might Be 


Larger Than Soldier Vote at Polls. 


By Mark Sullivan. 


Washington, D. C. Feb. 22— The 


outcome of the present bonus situa- 
tion might ba anything. It might be 
tin bonus legislation at all 
or 
it 


might be some measure so recklessly 
unqualified that presumably 
Hard- 


inr -would veto It. Officially, for the 
moment the matter Is within the dis- 
position of the" thirteen 
republican 


members of the Ways 
and 
Means 


Committee; and hardly any two of 
thorn are of the same mlnfl about the 
form of bill and the best means to 
raise the money. They 
have 
long 


been divided Into factions on some 
aspects of tin tariff, and 
on 
the 


present subject they are worse 
di- 


vlaed yet. 


"START SOMETHING." 


Under 
the circumstances, unless 


the? can cami to an agreement, the 
only way for any bonus hill to get 
headway wuild seem to bo for some 
one to "Start something" on 
the 


floor of the House. Some one might 
move to discharge the committee or 
otherwise get the subjeet out of the 
committee room and Into the open 
House Of course, If the republicans 
should show anv skill In party man- 
agement and 
any 
party fliclpline 


th"y will try to prevent tl-is. 
If 


the thing should pret out into the 
open house, the outcome might be 
almost any sort ot bill. 


Presumably, if the bill were reck- 


less and lll-aflvlsefl, Harding would 
veto It. The commonly held theory Is 
that Ha'dlng "will not pive his 
ap- 


proval to any bonus bill that doesnt 
carry a sales tax to 
provide 
the 


money for It. That Is the 
general 


understanding of Harding's position 
In advance of the event. If Harding 
ii willing to M.uirl in that position 
straight through to the 
rjomt 
of 


willingness to veto ar.y otTier 
kind 


of Wll, then the probable outcome 
wo.nld seem to be no bonus bill. 


BUT WOULD HE VETO? 


Whether Karelins would veto any 


bill passed by a Republican House 
and Ferate is the subject of a good 
fleal of speculation here. The sales 


tax, which Harding seevns to Indi- 
cate as the only method acceptable 
to him for raising the bonus money, 
continues to he very unpopular In 
the House, I£ Harding should stand 
firmly on the position, -"Bonus bill 
plus sales tax, or no bonus bill 
at 


all," the 
latter would seem to be 


the more likely outcome. 


UNFORTUNATE FOR G. O. P. 


The whole thing is about as un- 


lortunate £rom the Republican point 
of view as anything possible could 
be. 
There is no political advantage 


lott now In passing the soldier's bon- 
us legislation. 
The opposition that 


has been stirred up Is a greater poli- 
tical liability than the bonus bill 
would be as an asset. Anyhow, every 
politician knows that the gratitude 
vote la less to be counted on than 
the resentment vote. If the soldiers 
get th« bonus now they will take 
the money and then vots the way 
they feel like voting on other Usues, 
whereas the opposition to the bonus 
will keep their animus alive and vote 
against 
those representatives and 


senators who favor the bonus mea- 
sure. 


OPPOSITION GROWING. 


The sentiment against tha bonus 


Is growing undeniably. 
The recent 


and Interesting manifestation of It Is 
a movement 
within the American 


Legion itself In opposition to thp bon- 
us, representatives and senators feel 
there has been a change in public 
sentiment since the vote In Ohio last 
fall which was the event that had 
most to do with Harding's change of 
position of tha bonus. That was- a 
state-wide, popular vote on a local 
state bonus. 
The bonus was car- 


ried by a vote of over 3 to 1. That 
majority seemed pretty 
convincing 


as a test vote to the national lead- 
ers of a party eager to keep Itself 
In power. 
But It 19 quite conceiv- 


able that If the voters of Ohio were 
asked today to say whether having 
already given the soldiers $100 each 
of state money, they would now fa- 
vor giving them, an additional $200 
to $500 of Federal money, Ohio might, 
answer in the negative.

senting. 


EIGHT SECTIONS. 


The report contains eight sections, 


which for the purpose of discussion, 
were substituted for the first four 
sections 
of 
the original 
revenue 


article. 


Briefly the report provides: 
That the general 
assembly shall 


provide for 
the levy 
of taxes by 


valuation. 


That 
the general assembly may 


provide a tax on incomes from in- 
tangible 
property 
in 
lieu 
of an 


advaloram tax on Intangibles, such 
income tax to be uniform. 


That a general income tax may 


also be levied. If the income tax is 
graduated, the highest rate shall not 
exceed three times the lowest rate. 


That 
exemptions 
from 
income 


taxes shall not exceed $500. 


EXEMPTIONS. 


That the following classes of pro- 


perty may be relieved from taxation 
by general law: 


(1) Public property; C2) household 


furniture used as such, up to the 
value of $500; (3) property and in- 


ome used exclusively for agricul- 


tural and horticultural societies, in- 
corporated societies of war veterans, 
schools, 
cemeteries 
not 
used 
for 


private profit, charitable or religious 
purposes, Including parsonages. 


With these limitations, the matter 


of taxation wpuld be largely left in 
the hands 
ot the 
legislature. The 


general provisions of the committee 
report, except the sections relating 
to incomes and exemptions, are slm- 
lar to the provisions of the consti- 
tution of 1870 under which .the itate 
operates.

The first of the four methods sug- 


gested by Mrs. Bender involved the 
essay contest ol the Women's Relief 
Corps, which is an annual affair. 
A 


1150 fund for scholarship is given 
each year to the student who presents 
the best essay on the s-ubject (for 
this year) "Disarmament and What 
It means to Us." 


FLAG IN SCHOOL. 


Mrs. 
Bender told also of the work 


being done by the Women's Relief 
Corps, and stated the fact that the 
organization was the first to bring 
into the public schools the American 
flag. She stated that she was disap- 
pointed in not seeing a flag upon the 
platform and was surprised to find 
that Washington's birthday was not 
observed in the schools, with the ex- 
ception of the Millikin university. 


The themes for the W. R. C. con- 


test are to be not more than 1000 
words in length, and not less than 
SOO. They aru to be accompanied by 
a statement from the principal of the 
school, giving a certificate of good 
grades, character, and the fact that 
the essfy is original. They are due 
April 20.

A medal Is offered as a prize for the 
winner of this contest. 


D. A. R. CONTEST. . 


A fourth contest which the Decatur 


high school pupils may compete In is 
that held each year by the Daughters 
of the American Revolution. A gold 
medal Is offered as first prize and a 
silver one for second place. This es- 
say must be about the life of some 
prominent pioneer woman In Macon 
county, and winning essays will be 
printed in the historical records of the 
State Historical Society. The best es- 
says from all counties will then be 
considered, and the winner picked 
from this group. This contest is, of 
course, only open to students in tho 
Illinois high schools.
